Springfield, Mass., 
Concern, Young in 
Years, Going Well 


| We nominate for the Jobbers’ 
Hall of Fame the B. H. Spin- 
ney Company, 62 Hampden St., 
Springfield, Mass., because the 
head of this concern, B. H. Spin- 
ney, president and treasurer, em- 
ploys a real jobbing policy, 
boosts, not criticizes his fellow 
jobbers, and gives and expects a 
square deal from manufacturer 
and retailer. And the policy is 
wholesale only.—Editor.

HE B. H. Spinney Com- 
pany is not an old concern 
as jobbers go. But it has 
accomplished a place in the 
jobbing picture in a very few 
years. Recognition by the 
older and more established 
manufacturers came earlier 
to the company than gener- 
ally is the case. The company 
was formally organized De- 
cember 29, 1925. Stanton 

Latham is vice-president. 
B. H. Spinney brought to the 
new organization a wealth of 
autemotive experience, a wide 


acquaintance among manufac- 
turers, jobbers and retailers, for 
he was formerly manager of the 
Springfield store of the Wetmore- 
Savage Company. So when the 
new concern was launched he was 
already “recognized.” 

The B. H. Spinney Company has 
developed a good sales organization 
and a plan for more intensively 
cultivating its territory than is ccn- 
ventional. In addition to its state 
territory the sales force covers 
Vermont as far north as Brattle- 
boro and Bennington. That ad- 
joining section of New York be- 
ginning approximately at Chatham 
and thence down the Hudson to 
Newburgh is traveled. From New- 
burgh easterly into Connecticut as 
far as Danbury and Waterbury. A 
circle with a radius of eighty miles, 
with Springfield as the center, is 
indicative of the territory. 

This territory is covered by a sales 
force of thirteen men, five of whom 
are resident salesmen. These are 
located in the cities of Poughkeep- 
sie, N. Y.; Waterbury and Hart- 
ford, Conn., and Pittsfield and 
Greenfield. Mass. These salesmen 
cover a radius of from twenty-five 
to thirty miles and their calls are 
so routed that there is no over- 
lapping, yet the territory is well} 
covered. 

These facts are mentioned as te 
territory, because the plan of resi- 
dent salesmen has resulted in re- 
ducinz sales costs and increasing 
volume.
